BIRd'H-RATE. 

The  births  registered  are  42,  18  males  and  24  females;  2 males 
and  2 females  are  illegitimate.  I'he  birth-rate  is  20 ‘9  per  1,000 
of  the  population  ; the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years  was 
26  '4.  d'he  rate  for  ICngland  and  Wales  for  1909  is  25  ‘6. 


DEATH-RATE. 


Ihe  deaths  registered  are  24,  7 males  and  17  females,  gi\ing 
a death-rate  of  12  ’2  per  1,000  per  annum,  precisely  the  same  as 
the  previous  year.  I wo  residents  died  in  Public  Institutions 
beyond  the  District,  and  2 non-residents  died  in  the  District 
during  the  year,  hor  hmgland  and  Wales  in  1909  the  rate  was

Diphtheri.v  (2  cases). — The  first  case  was  reported  on  the 
29th  of  March,  in  a cottage  on  Dringhouses  Moor.  The  patient 
was  a boy,  7 years  of  age.  On  visiting  the  house  neither  the 
Inspector  nor  I could  detect  any  cause  of  the  outbreak,  apart 
from  the  sewage  contamination  of  the  beck,  which  was  very 
offensive  and  was  being  complained  of  by  the  residents  in  the 
neighbourhood.  Since  that  date,  I am  glad  to  say,  the  sewage, 
which  formerly  went  into  the  beck  from  .'Vshfield,  now  goes  direct 
into  the  new  system  of  sewerage.  The  second  case  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  at  Copmanthorpe ; this  was  an  imported  case  from 
.Vcaster  Selby.  It  was  fortunate  that  in  neither  case  did  the 
infection  spread. 

Sc.-VRLET  Fever  (i  case). — This  occurred  at  a house  in  North- 
field  Terrace,  Dringhouses ; patient  was  a boy,  5 years  of  age. 
On  visiting  the  house  I could  get  no  definite  history  as  to  the 
origin  of  the  Fever,  but  it  was  probable  that  the  infection  had 
been  contracted  in  York  on  Military  Sunday. 

One  cannot  over-estimate  the  importance  of  early  isolation 
in  cases  of  infectious  disease;  by  this  means  and  the  thorough 
stoving  and  disinfecting  of  houses,  bedding,  etc.,  the  chances  of 
disease  spreading  are  much  diminished.  The  .Acomb  Isolation 
Hospital  is  always  at  our  disposal,  which  is  a great  advantage. 

W.ATER  SUPPLY  OF  DISTRICT. 

On  January  4th,  1910,  an  Inquiry  is  to  be  held  by  an  Inspector 
from  the  Local  Government  Board  with  regard  to  a new  water 
supply  for  Copmanthorpe.  If  this  be  obtained  it  should  prove 
of  advantage  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants.  .Vcaster  Malbis 
will  then  be  the  onlv  village  in  the  District  which  obtains  its 
water  from  suspicious  surface  wells. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES,  &c. 

These  are  inspected  regularly,  and  are  all  found  to  be  in  a 
highly  satisfactory  sanitary  condition.

BYf-:-LAWS. 

'I'he  Council  have  wisely  adopted  a system  of  Bye-Laws  which 
will  prove  of  great  value  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  ol 
the  District. 

FACTORIES  AN13  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

There  are  two  factories,  one  at  .\caster  Malbis  and  a new 
one,  replacing  an  old  one,  at  Dringhouses ; both  are  in  excellcnr 
condition  and  are  systematically  visited. 

PREVENTION  OF  CONSUMPTION. 

It  is  highly  satisfactory  to  note  that  we  have  had  no  deaths 
from  Consumption.  As  you  already  know,  i ,000  handbills  were 
distributed  a year  ago  to  the  inhabitants,  and  I trust  the  informa- 
tion given  therein  will  be  the  means  of  assisting  in  checking  the 
growth  of  this  complaint. 

REARING  OF  INFANTS. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  unfortunately  higher  than  last 
year — 166  against  g6  in  190S — but  this  is  largelv  owing  to  the 
number  of  premature  births. 

The  mothers  and  midwixes  find  Dr.  Kaye’s  pamphlet  on  the 
rearing  of  infants  of  great  value. 

THE  NEW  EDUCATION  ACT. 

'I'he  medical  inspection  of  sc'hool  children  is  being  carried  on 
by  the  VA’est  Riding  County  Council,  with  advantage  to  the  welfare 
of  the  children. 

P U B L I C SC  A E N G I N G . 

No  definite  decision  has  been  come  to,  as  yet,  bv  the  Council 
as  to  the  advisability  of  adopting  Public  Scavenging  in  their 
District.  'I'hat  they  will  give  this  important  subject  their  careful 
consideration,  in  due  course,  is,  1 should  sav,  certain.  It 
will  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  health  of  the  community  if  thev 
adopt  this  method.  Privies  and  ashpits,  where  Public  Scavenging 
is  not  adopted,  are  often  found  to  be  very  insanitary  and  dangerous 
to  the  Public  Health.

Owing  to  the  very  wet  year  there  has  been  a lot  of  extra  pumping. 
The  beck  running  through  the  village  is  now  in  a very  good  and 
clear  condition.
